Waitrose to 
open store in 
Cowbridge! 

IT was more than 10 years ago that 
Waitrose tried unsuccessfully to open a 
food store in Cowbridge. 

While the retailer didn’t march off saying “77/ 
be back”, it retained a strong interest - an inter¬ 
est that has now led to an agreement (subject to 
planning permission) to open in the town. 

The supermarket chain, part of the John 
Lewis partnership, has come to an agreement to 
open on the site, previously occupied by Hurrans 
Garden Centre, which ceased trading in 2009. 

The new store will bring 120 new jobs to the 
town. 

On page 3, The GEM goes into detail about 
what the new development will involve, and talks 
to the developers, Jeff Bird and Heather Brock, 
who hope that their next tenant will be Waitrose!

WHO NEED TO BE SCOLDED...’ 

Council officers, costs, 
and more ‘transparency’ 

A S a now 

retired for¬ 
mer employ¬ 
ee of the Vale 
Council, it has 
always been some¬ 
thing of a mystery 
as to why chief offi¬ 
cers’ salaries are set 
at such a high level, 
particularly in a 
financial climate 
which sees services 
on the ground being 
dismantled and sav¬ 
agely reduced 
through cuts. 

Mr Bryn Evans’ letter 
to The GEM (October 
14) quoted figures relat¬ 
ing to Mr Maitland 
Evans’ salary and pen¬ 
sion, although Mr 
Maitland Evans disputed 
these as being incorrect. 

Should we know 
....I’m not sure ? 

Clearly, us ‘ordinary 
folk’ must wonder what 
the true picture is and 
ask the same question as 
to value for money, not 
just about one key post 
but of all senior officers

charged with running 
council services. As a 
former member of the 
social services depart¬ 
ment, I had first hand 
experience of staff cuts, 
unfilled posts and key 
management positions 
(director and head of 
children’s services) 
being left vacant for 
12-1- months because of 
financial savings. 

Services to children 
were clearly placed 
under huge pressure, 
with high levels of staff 
sickness and an ever¬ 
present concern that chil¬ 
dren were potentially 
being placed at risk. 

A series of temporary 
arrangements were put in 
place, while highly-paid 
consultants told us what 
we already knew. 

The term ‘rearranging 
deckchairs on the 
Titanic’ became com¬ 
monly used among field¬ 
work staff - because of 
lack of management 
direction. 

It is an ever-worrying 
prospect that proposed 
Government cuts will 
see services stretched 


that much further, or in 
some instances with¬ 
drawn entirely. If we are 
thinking about trans¬ 
parency, I find Mr 
Maitland Evans’ defen¬ 
sive response nothing 
more than I would have 
expected - and the usual 
satisfaction surveys and 
the like being quoted to 
supposedly take us off 
the scent. 

I personally don’t 
know anybody who took 
part in that, so it would 
be interesting to know 
the actual numbers 
involved in the survey! 

If we, as residents, are 
to feel confident about 
how the council is being 
run, I feel more open¬ 
ness is required. We 
should be subjected to 


less of the tokenistic 
rhetoric which talks of 
consultation and open 
dialogue. 

One only has to look 
at the many past letters 
to the editor of The 
GEM, to conclude that 
we residents must inhab¬ 
it a different universe to 
many of our elected 
council officials, particu¬ 
larly when we have the 
affront to complain or 
raise issues. 

We are not naughty 
children who need to be 
scolded, but interested 
adults who take an inter¬ 
est and care about the 
Vale, in the hope that it 
can continue to be a 
great place in which to 
live.

The arrival of Waitrose could well 


‘kick-start’ new era for Cowbridge 


Waitrose will bring 
120 new jobs to town

TTHE arrival of 
Waitrose in 

Cowbridge could 
give the town the 
impetus to take 
another step for¬ 
ward as a shopping 
destination in the 
Vale and beyond. 

That is the opinion of 
brother and sister Jeff 
Bird and Heather 
Brock, who run the 
family business RS Bird 
Ltd. 

Jeff told The GEM: 

“I think there are paral¬ 
lels with the late 1960s 
and early 1970s. 

“That was when we 
opened the garden cen¬ 
tre on the Birds Lane 
site - and garden cen¬ 
tres were a new thing in 
those days. 

“At the same time, a 
Cardiff-based hairdress¬ 
er opened. A lot of peo¬ 
ple said it was too 
expensive but those two 
businesses attracted a 
new range of customers 
to the town. 

“In the next few 
years, fashion boutiques 
started opening, and 
Cowbridge was on its 
way to developing its 
own style as a market 


town. 

Heather and Jeff 
think that Waitrose 
could kick-start a simi¬ 
lar new wave of cus¬ 
tomers, and they are 
adamant that the future 
of Cowbridge was 
uppermost in their 
thoughts when they lost 
their garden centre ten¬ 
ant, Hurrans, which 
went into administration 
in January 2009. 

The result is that an 
‘agreement for lease’ 
has been exchanged 
between RS Bird Ltd 
and Waitrose and, sub¬ 
ject to planning permis¬ 
sion, a medium-sized 
Waitrose foodstore - 
15,000 squ ft of retail 
space in a building 
totalling 22,000 squ ft, 
with parking for more 
than 140 cars - is on its 
way to the town. 

The entire develop¬ 
ment will be built by 
RS Bird Ltd and 
Waitrose will be a ten¬ 
ant. The family has, 
after all, been trading in 
Cowbridge since 1796, 
has owned the Birds 
Lane site since 1884, 
and intends to keep it. 

Jeff said: “We recent¬ 
ly discovered paper- 


STREET FIGHT 
ONLY BLOT ON 
FESTIVAL SAY 
TOWN POLICE 


POLICE are inves¬ 
tigating a fight 
involving a number 
of men on the main 
street of Cowbridge 
on Saturday. 

Insp Mark Taylor, the 
sector commander, said 
this was the only inci¬ 
dent police had to deal 
with during the 12 hours 
of the Food and Drink 
Festival which attracted 
hundreds of visitors to 
the town. 

“It was a very well 
ordered event and we 
were pleased from a 
policing point of view,” 
he said. 

“We had just this one 
incident which took 
place outside the Duke 
of Wellington, although 
it had nothing to do with 


the pub itself and had 
not spilled out.” 

Police are appealing 
for witnesses to the 
fight, which broke out at 
about 10pm. Two men 
were arrested but one 
has since been released 
and one is on bail. 
Nobody has been 
charged in relation to 
the fight. 

“We are trying to 
progress this and we are 
looking for witnesses. 
We need to investigate 
fully,” Insp Taylor 
added.

work showing that the 
site was bought 116 
years ago. 

“To be honest, that 
was a slight disappoint¬ 
ment, because the fami¬ 
ly had believed that an 
ancestor had ‘acquired’ 
the land by fencing it 
off in the dead of 
night.” 

The old story was, it 
has to be said, a little 
more colourful. 

When Hurrans went 
into administration, Jeff 
and Heather took a 
long, hard look at the 
site. The garden centre, 
if it were to be retained, 
needed a great deal of 
work. They appointed 
Alder King as their 
advisors, and possible 
options for the site were 
researched. 

Their brief to the 
consutants was based on 
the fact that Heather 
and Jeff live in 
Cowbridge and they 
wanted to develop 
something appropriate 
for the town. 

Heather said; “Living 
and working in such a 
wonderful location 
meant that we had to 
juggle the commercial 
needs of the business 
with our desire to bring 
something to the town 
that would add to its 


vibrancy and unique¬ 
ness.” 

Alder King’s advice, 
from an early stage, was 
that the best option was 
to contnue retailing 
from the site. The gar¬ 
den centre had been 
opened in the 1960s. 

When a foodstore 
became a strong option, 
Waitrose was the candi¬ 
date that seemed to fit 
at every stage. Jeff said: 
“It fell together really 
well. 

“For instance, the 
size of the store seemed 
to be exactly what 
Waitrose wanted, and 
we are pleased that they 
are coming.” 

Jeff and Heather feel 
that all the key issues 
have been looked at 
very closely. The obvi¬ 
ous one, that of access 
to the new store, has 
been tested already, 
with computer simula¬ 
tions done, and also a 
series of visits from 
incognito Waitrose 
delivery lorries. 

Jeff added; “People 
might forget that when 
the garden centre was 
trading, we had 20 lor¬ 
ries a day coming to 
make deliveries.” 

The next move is for 
the plan to go out to 
public consultation, and 


WAITROSE confirmed to 
The GEM that it is drawing 
up plans for its first-ever 
shop in Cowbridge, which 
will create up to 120 new 
jobs for the town. 

Subject to the feedback 
received during a public con¬ 
sultation exercise, RS Bird 
will finalise the plans and 
submit a planning application 
with a view to development 
and opening by 2012. 

A Waitrose spokesman 
said: “Waitrose is working 
with RS Bird on a proposal 
for a 15,100sq ft food store 
and dedicated car park with 
more than 140 spaces. 

“The proposal may also 
include other non-food retail 
units. 

^ “The store will create 120 


jobs for local people, who will 
all become partners in the 
John Lewis Partnership. 

“This will entitle them to a 
share in profits in the form of 
an annual bonus, which 
ensures profits from a 
Cowbridge shop will be rein¬ 
vested in the local economy.” 

Nigel Keen, Waitrose direc¬ 
tor of development, said: “We 
have wanted to come to 
Cowbridge for a very long 
time, but have needed to be 
patient while we looked for a 
location that would meet the 
town’s needs. 

“The previously developed 
town centre site will enable us 
to achieve that. 

“It will provide us with the 
opportunity to make a major 
investment in the area with¬ 
out compromising the town’s 


residents and traders. 

“We are continuing to 
develop plans for a food- 
focused store which will 
remain appropriate in scale 
for Cowbridge, while enhanc¬ 
ing the choice of shopping 
facilities already available. 

“We believe the store can 
provide a real boost to the 
local economy, not only creat¬ 
ing nearly 120 new jobs, but 
through supporting local 
projects and exploring new 
opportunities for local and 
regional suppliers. 

“Listening to the needs and 
the views of the local commu¬ 
nity is paramount in our 
approach and we look for¬ 
ward to speaking to local 
shopkeepers and residents at 
the forthcoming consultation 
event.” > 


details of what that will 
entail will be announced 
shortly. 

After that, planning 
permission will be 
applied for - probably 
around December, and 
after planning, a period 
will be set aside for any 
judicial review that 
might arise. 

Heather and Jeff 
stressed that any 
timetable could be sub¬ 
ject to change, but con¬ 
struction could start in 
July or August of 2011. 

A possible opening 
date, subject to change, 
would be Easter 2012. 

Alun John, the chair¬ 
man of Cowbridge 
Chamber of Trade, said: 
“The general feeling 
talking to most of the 
traders is that it is a 
positive move. 

“From the chamber 
point of view, it is good 
that it is on the Hurrans 
site, which is in the cen¬ 
tre of town.”

way Waitrose had 
helped Monmouth, but 
pointed out that whereas 
the Waitrose in 
Monmouth was at one 
end of the high street, 
the fact that it would be 
more central in 
Cowbridge would 
encourage people to 
browse more while vis¬ 
iting the town. 

He stressed: “There 
does have to be sympa¬ 
thy, though, for local 
businesses who will be 
affected by the arrival 
of the supermarket.” 

He pointed out that 
Waitrose was a store 
which would draw peo¬ 
ple into the town - 
something other super¬ 
market chains were 
unlikely to do because 
they were widely avail¬ 
able already. 

There was, of course, 
sadness for the current 
tenants in the old 
Hurrans building, the 
antique centre and the 
Living Cafe. 

However, John 
Owen, who rents the 
space for the antiques 
centre, had only warm

things to say about the 
arrival of Waitrose. 

He said: “If it had 
been another supermar¬ 
ket, I would have been 
up in arms about it. 

“However, the fact is 
that Waitrose should 
have come here years 
ago. It would have ben¬ 
efited the town then and 
it will certainly do so 
now. 

“It offers something 
different and draws cus¬ 
tomers from a much 
wider area.” 

He added that all the 
traders had gone into 
the centre with their 
eyes open, knowing that 
some development was 
highly likely. They had, 
he said, hoped that it 
would take a few years 
longer. 

Mr Owen pointed out 
that the antique centre 
had done its bit in 
attracting customers to 
Cowbridge. 

He said: “We have 
regulars coming from 
west Wales and from 
Chepstow in the 
east.They liked the fact 
that we were a genuine 
antiques centre, with no 
reproduction furniture 
mixed up with it.” 

In fact, he said, the 
BBC had been down 
recently filming for a 
programme entitled 
Antiques Trail - due to 
be broadcast next 
spring, and that the pro¬ 
duction team had called 
it the best centre of its 
type that they had come 


across. 

He added: “I don’t 
think the traders can 
afford to stay in 
Cowbridge now. The 
rents are too high and it 
will be impossible to 
find a decent-sized 
premises in the middle 
of town. 

“I am afraid that 
Eastgate and Westgate 
do not get the footfall.” 

By the time the lease 
runs out. The Living 
Cafe will have been on 
the site for four years, 
run by Karen and David 
as a Fairtrade and ethi¬ 
cal cafe. 

It was a philosophi¬ 
cal Karen who said: 

“We always dreamed of 
running a Fairtrade 
cafe, so in a sense we 
have been living that 
dream. 

“In fact, on Monday 
two prominent members 
of the Fairtrade 
Foundation, who were 
on a charity bike ride, 
made a detour so they 
could visit us. 

“I was so thrilled 
about that.” 

She added that the 
Living Cafe had always 
enjoyed “fantastic sup¬ 
port” from a group of 
loyal customers. 

However, she felt 
that there was “no 
chance at all” of finding 
a similar-sized unit in 
Cowbridge at an afford¬ 
able rent, so she and 
David would be consid¬ 
ering what to do in the 
future.

Llantwit CCTV row rumbles on 


THE row over the 
siting of the new 
CCTV camera in 
Llantwit Major 
rumbles on. 

Last week, The GEM 
highlighted the fact that 
work had been stopped 
on installing the camera 
at The Square because 
of concerns that it was 
being put into the 
wrong place. 

Coun Gwyn John 
said that he saw the 
pole as he returned from 
church on Sunday and 
immediately raised it 
with the Safer Vale 
Partnership which has 
found the £34,000 to 
pay for the new camera. 

Officers were due to 
inspect the area last 


week because of con¬ 
cerns that the camera 
may overlook houses 
and bedrooms. 

Coun Eric Hacker 
told last week’s meeting 
of Llantwit Major Town 
Council that the camera 
does not need planning 
permission because it is 
permitted development. 
He said that the “pow¬ 
ers that be” would 
ensure that it goes 
where it is supposed to. 

“The camera is 
designed to look at 
movement at ground 
level and not into peo¬ 
ple’s bedrooms,” he 
said. “The angle of the 
scan will be controlled. 
There’s no problem.” 

Coun Ralph Austin 
said that there was no

A VALE family has 
brought a young 
hedgehog back 
from near death - 
after finding it cov¬ 
ered in maggots 
near a main road 
in Barry. 

As a result, it looks 
as if the hedgehog 
stands a very good 
chance of hibernating 
safely through the win¬ 
ter - as a result of the 
TLC lavished on him by 
Paula Rushton and her 
children, who live in 
Broughton. 

The hedgehog, now 
named ‘Henry’, was just 
250gm when he was 
found, but he has shown 
a great appetite after 
being nursed back to 
health, and is now 
weighing in at 800gm - 
a body weight that puts 
him in good shape to 
withstand the winter. 

Henry’s rescue start¬ 
ed one Saturday 
lunchtime, when Paula 
was driving her son, 

Leo, back from playing 
football in Barry. 

Paula said: “Leo 
spotted the hedgehog 
and, after living in the 
countryside, he knows 
that if a hedgehog is out 
at lunchtime then that is 
a bad sign. 

“Henry was in a terri¬ 
ble state, with hundreds 
of blow fly eggs in its 
spines - and some had 
already hatched into 
maggots. A crow was 
pecking at him. 

“On top of that, he 


was wheezing and 
struggling for breath, as 
if he had a bad chest 
infection.” 

They took him imme¬ 
diately to the family vet, 
and Paula said his initial 
reaction was that Henry 
was too weak to sur¬ 
vive. 

She went on: “I said 
that I was prepared to 
nurse him, so Stephano 
agreed to inject him 
with antibiotics, and 
gave us a six-day course 
of tablets.” 

So, for Paula, the 
next six days meant 
feeding Henry his drugs 
and some liquid, and in 
between using tweezers 
to remove the eggs and 
maggots. 

At the end of the six 
days, her vet was 
delighted with the 
progress that Henry had 
made, and from then on 
it was a case of feeding 
him. 

Her two youngest 
children, Leo, who is in 
year-7 at Cowbridge 
Comprehensive, and 
Connie (year-3 at St 
David’s in Colwinston) 
were in charge of keep¬ 
ing Henry’s food bowl 
topped up - and that 
was quite a task, 
because the young 
hedgehog was ravenous. 

Henry ate his own 
bodyweight every day, 
working his way 
through cat food, dog 
food, and hedgehog 
food, which is also 
available. 

In a little over two 
weeks, his weight had

gone up from 250gm to 
800gm, and he is now 
looking to find a spot to 
hibernate. 

The family plan to 
build him a hibernation 
den and then, when 
spring comes, they will 
be interested to see if he 
stays around. 

Paula said; “He is a 
wild hedgehog, but he 
will not go short of food 
if he stays near to us.” 

She added; “One 
thing that we did want 
to point out at this time 
of year is that most 
hedgehogs will be look¬ 
ing to find a hibernation 
spot, and bonfires are a 
magnet to them. 

“Simply moving the 
wood a few times 
before finally building 



the bonfire, should be 
enough to stop a hedge¬ 
hog settling down there. 

“People should also 
watch out for them in 
piles of leaves, and 
check before you bum 
any,” she warned.

Three immigration 
‘offenders’ seized in 
Barry take-away raid 


THREE immigration offend¬ 
ers from China have been 
found at a Barry takeaway, 
following a raid by the UK 
Border Agency. 

Acting on intelligence, officers 
from the UK Border Agency went to 
Twin Dragons in Thompson Street on 
Wednesday evening, October 20. 

After the immigration status of 
staff was checked, the Border Agency 
officers found that a 19-year-old 
woman who was serving customers 
and a 38-year-old man working in the 
kitchen had no legal right to be 
employed in the UK. 

Officers then carried out a search 
of accommodation attached to the 
takeaway and found a third offender - 
a 20-year-old man who was in the 
UK illegally. 

The woman was arrested and 
remains in immigration detention, 
pending her removal from the UK. 

The two men were placed on 
immigration bail and must report 
weekly to a local police station, while 
anoutstandin^hnmigration^ 


tion is dealt with and while the UK 
Border Agency obtains emergency 
travel documents necessary for depor¬ 
tation. 

Twin Dragons was served with a 
civil penalty notice for the two 
offenders who were seen working. 

If the employer fails to provide 
evidence that the correct right-to- 
work checks were carried out on the 
pair, a fine of up to £20,000 (£10,000 
for each worker) will be imposed. 

Abigail Corbett, who heads the 
agency’s Cardiff local immigration 
team, said: 

“If people want to live and work in 
the UK, there are ways they can come 
here legitimately. If they decide to 
flout the law, we will find them and 
remove them from the country. 

“We carry out frequent operations 
across south Wales, and if someone is 
in the country illegally, we will catch 
up with them. 

“Illegal working has a serious 
impact on communities, taking jobs 
from those who are genuinely 
allowed to work.”

Tobias was paral¬ 
ysed in a car accident 
in the summer, and 
remains in 
Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cambridge, 
with his mother Fiona 
at his side. 

Tracey Smith, of 
Steve Nicholls Estate 
Agents, whose son 
Joshua was a friend of 
Tobias at Ysgol 
Gwaun y Nant in 
Barry, has led the 
fundraising efforts. 

She said: “On 
November 13, the 
fundraising event will 
start at 8pm and go on 
until late. 

“If people want to 
buy tickets costing 
£10, which includes a 
buffet on the night, 
they can pop into 
Steve Nicholls Estate 
Agents on High Street. 

“On the night, the 
band Brother Steve 
will perform, AJ the 
DJ at Bro Radio will 
appear and there’s 
going to be a dance 
group. 

“We are also raising 
money through raffles 
and auctions. Twelve 
of the tables have 
already been spon¬ 
sored by companies or 
individuals at £20 a 
time. 

“I went to give a 
talk at a college in St 
Mellons because the 
students were interest¬ 
ed in why we were 
fundraising. 

“I told them that 
we’d started off think¬ 
ing of a DVD player 
for Tobias, then a lap¬ 
top, and when The 
GEM had got involved 
things just took off.” 

Despite the trau¬ 
matic events of the 
last three months, 
Tracey said that Fiona 
remains strong. 

“When I last spoke 
to Fiona, she was still 
positive. My son 
Joshua, who is six, 
told me ‘Can’t we 
make Tobias robot legs, 
so he can walkV I told 
Fiona, and we laughed 
together. 

“Although it is a 


child speaking, who 
knows what progress 
will be made in the 
next 20 years?” 

Despite being so 
restricted in his move¬ 
ment, Tobias remains 
as fun-loving as ever. 

Fiona told The 
GEM: “Tobias had a 
wonderful Halloween. 
We went to the other 
wards and did trick or 
treat, and even went 
down to the shops, 
and did trick or treat 
to get a bat balloon! 

“He called out to 
the nurses that passed 
his bed - ‘trick or 
treat?’ and they put 
sweets in his box - all 
together he got 102 
sweets. He made me 
count them! 

“The nurses have 
told us that Tobias’s 
bed is the most deco¬ 
rated they have ever 
seen. His consultant 
even brought in a 


treat for him. 

“Now he is looking 
forward to Guy 
Fawkes night, because 
he can go up to the 
tenth floor of the hos¬ 
pital to watch the fire¬ 
works out of the win¬ 
dow. I think there will 
be more decorations 
for his bed space, too.” 

Physically, Tobias is 
making progress, 
although he under¬ 
stands the enormity of 
what has happened to 
him. 

Fiona said: “He has 
got up to 50 per cent 
on the tilt table and he 
really enjoys it, and 
has new sheepskin- 
lined splints for his 
feet that will be more 
comfortable. 

“He will be getting 
his own wheelchair 
soon. 

“Tobias has amazed 
all the professionals 
with his strong per¬ 


sonality and character 
in dealing with his 
life-changing injuries. 
He is fully aware of 
the prognosis and tells 
me -‘There is always 
hope’. His bravery 
leaves me in awe. 

“We also have a 
spiritualist healer 
coming to see us at the 
hospital which Tobias 
finds relaxing.” 

Fiona emphasised 
that she is “very 
grateful” to everybody 
in Barry and the rest 
of the Vale for their 
on-going support.

‘Don’t cut respite care!’ 


A young mother, whose 
autistic daughter 
attends a Barry respite 
centre, says she is 
“angry, and fearful of 
the future” after the 
centre was forced to 
cut the number of 
nights it can care for 
people. 

Angela Thomas (35) 
looks after Romana, aged 
12, on her own, and the 
nights that the Ty Robin 
Goch centre step in to give 
her a break are a Godsend. 

She explained: 

“Romana has severely 
autistic behavioural prob¬ 
lems. She has a lack of 
understanding, no speech 
and is frustrated if she 
does not understand what 
is going on. 

“I look after her myself, 
with no other family sup¬ 
port - my mother is unable 
to help because she has 
had cancer and has on¬ 
going health problems.” 

It means that Angela, a 
woman with a degree and 
the ambition of becoming 
a quahlled teacher, has to 
fit in training and study 
around Romana’s atten¬ 
dance at Ashgrove School 
in Penarth. 

“Life is a strain, and I 
feel the responsibility 
24/7. I am constantly jug¬ 
gling my life to estabhsh a 
foture for us both. It is 


physically and emotional¬ 
ly draining. 

“I have had respite care 
for Romana at Ty Robin 
Goch three nights a 
month. It is like the light at 
the end of the tunnel. It 
gives me a breathing space 
and the opportunity to be 
myself. 

“I have been told that 
the respite has been cut to 
two days a month. We 
might also face more cuts 
next year. 

“Fm fearful of the 
future. My hope was that 
at the age of 18 Romana 
would be a candidate for 
some kind of independent 
living, but it makes me 
wonder whether there will 
be the support in place 
when she becomes an 
adult.” 

Angela and other con¬ 
cerned parents are going to 
hold a demonstration at 
the Civic Offices at Holton 
Road on November 25, 
and will present a petition. 

Gareth Jenkins, the 
head of children and 
young people services at 
the Vale Council, 
explained that the council 
commissions Action for 
Children to operate Ty 
Robin Goch, a residential 
short breaks service. 

“Over recent years 
there has been increased 
demand on the service 
which has resulted in the 


need to review packages of 
support to ensure that all 
families assessed as 
requiring the service have 
an equitable share of the 
resources that are avail¬ 
able. 

“In line with national 
reductions in levels of 
public spending, social 
services has been required 
to make savings in the cur¬ 
rent financial year and 
this has impacted on all 
service areas, including Ty 
Robin Goch. 


‘The actual reduction 
at Ty Robin Goch is clo¬ 
sure of the service on three 
weekday evenings/nights 
during school term time 
only for the remainder of 
this financial year. This 
ensures that the service is 
fully operational over 
weekends and throughout 
school holiday periods. 

“Existing service users 
have all had a reduction in 
the level of support offered 
by an average of one night 
per month. ”

WAG admitted they 
had no business plan, 
nor private sector part¬ 
ner, nor funding for their 
speculative aerospace 
plans. 

The MoD had no sys¬ 
tematic assessment 
(including the strategic 
environmental assess¬ 
ment required by law) to 
show the St Athan 
choice was preferred for 
objective reasons, 
including environmental 
ones. 

Any ‘green’ claims 
were undermined 
because WAG refused to 
plan a rail station, 
despite the near-ideal 


Llantwit Major 
beach. 

As a Llantwit Major 
resident of only 17 
years, I am given to 
understand that the cause 
of the problem is not of 
the making of the pres¬ 
ent authority. This does 
not, however, negate 
their responsibility. 

My main concern is 
Mr Punter’s final quoted 
comment that there are 
other sandy beaches 
within the Vale that 
allow easier access for 
residents and visitors. 

Llantwit Major has 
just suffered the blow of 
hearing that the Metrix 
contract has been can¬ 
celled. While there is

Alun Cairns reminds 
us of the National Audit 
Office criticisms of the 
MoD for not considering 
alternatives to PLI, with 
its risks and inflexibility. 
They were unable to 
answer in cross-exami¬ 
nation whether the 
Metrix deal represented 
value for money. 

The new government 
has decided it does not, 
despite the Minister’s 
(Nick Harvey, Lib-Dem) 
reply in the Commons 
on July 5: To change 
course now would undo 
a great deal of invest¬ 
ment and add consider¬ 
ably to the final cost. 

The MoD did claim to 
have a fail-back plan, if 
the Metrix option col¬ 
lapsed, but now we 
know there was none. 

Liam Lox announced 
that “work on the alter¬ 
native options will begin 
as soon as possible”. 

So the Minister was 
incorrect when he said in 
July that any change 
would “add to the cost” 
and hasn’t got on top of 
his dysfunctional civil 
servants. 

Now we’re starting a 
five-month review of 
military training, expect¬ 
ing St Athan to still have 
a role. Decisions could 
well be politically-based, 
under such a weak 
Minister. 

At least the new gov¬ 
ernment has ended the 
Blair-Brown commit¬ 
ment to PLI, which has 
blighted the modernisa¬ 
tion of forces’ training 
and plans for the St 
Athan base - as well as 
the whole community - 
for five years.

Team Wales can build up 
strong foundations for 
the construction industry 


T his was the 
theme of my 
address at the 
Constructing 
Excellence in Wales 
conference last 
week, promoting 
the importance of 
partnership 
between the public 
sector and the con¬ 
struction industry 
in Wales, ever more 
important for the 
economic recovery 
of Wales - at a time 
of public spending 
cuts. 

The construction 
industry builds our 
schools, hospitals, GP 
medical practices and 
social housing with 
Assembly Government 
funding for these public 
services in Wales. 

If you look round the 
Vale, you will see public 
money being spent on 
new social housing proj¬ 
ects such as Jackson’s 
Quay and re-building of 
schools such as 
Cowbridge 

Comprehensive School 
- a flagship for design 
and delivery. 

Capital investment 
has always been part of 
our response to the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. When 
we first felt the effects 
of the credit crunch we 
accelerated our capital 
building programme in 
Wales to act as an eco¬ 
nomic stimulus. 

This was widely wel¬ 
comed in the private, as 
well as public, sector. 

With the repercus¬ 
sions of that global 
financial crisis, felt 
across the construction 
industry, it was impor¬ 
tant that we did what we 
could to maintain jobs 
and deliver on projects 
that were in the pipeline. 

In June, the new UK 
Coalition Government 
published a budget to 
reduce public spending 
by £6.6 billion. Our 
share of that was 
£183million, including a 


£49m cut to capital 
spending in Wales. 

We decided not to 
make that cut to our cap¬ 
ital programme, but to 
find that funding from 
our ‘end of year flexibil¬ 
ity funds,’ as we 
believed it was impor¬ 
tant to maintain our 
planned programme of 
investment in hospitals, 
schools, houses and 
roads. 

We have always said 
that we would play our 
part in reducing the 
budget deficit, but we 
felt that these cuts, and 
the cuts unveiled last 
week in the October 
budget were too deep 
and too fast. 

This is not helpful to 
the construction indus¬ 
try, who were well 
reflected in the slight 
uplift in economic 
growth figures last 
week. The future 
prospects with the deep¬ 
er than expected cuts in 
our capital settlement, 
are more uncertain. 

The 2010 Nobel 
prize-winning economist 
use’s Professor 
Christopher Pissarides, 
responded to the 
Chancellor’s statement 
by saying: 

“The Chancellor is 
taking some avoidable 
risks with the recovery. 
The cuts are hitting 
people and areas that 
suffered most from the 
recession. Welfare bene¬ 
fits have much more 
social value in reces¬ 
sion, when jobs are 
scarce. Capital spending 
creates jobs in reces¬ 
sion.” 

This is why we need 
to get all possible value 
from every pound that 
we spend from the pub¬ 
lic purse. To achieve this 
we must make sure that 
our procurement oppor¬ 
tunities are sufficiently 
open and accessible so 
that businesses in Wales 
can win contracts. 

At the conference last 
week, I said it was 
incredibly important that 
we avoid the pitfall of 
returning to lowest price

Good construction 
procurement can provide 
so much more than just 
bricks and mortar.

Ghostly shipwrecks that have made 
a tidal barrier on the River Severn 


I T seemed most 
people were put 
off by the 
inclement weather 
forecast, but three 
ramblers did turn 
up to meet leaders 
Janet and John for 
a trip up to 
Gloucestershire on 
a dull morning with 
a fine drizzle. 

They drove through 
Berkeley, which was 
first recorded as Berclea 
- meaning birch-tree 
wood or clearing and it 
was here that Edward 
Jenner was born. He was 
the famous originator of 
vaccination and after 
studying medicine in 
London, he returned 
home to be the local 
doctor, residing at The 
Chantry, which is now a 
museum. 

Starting from 
Brookend, the group fol¬ 
lowed a bridle path for 
several miles but views 
across the fields and 
towards the Vale of 
Berkeley were obscured 
by the weather. 

However, views 
across the Severn 
Estuary were enjoyed 
before the group reached 
the small village of 
Purton and took advan¬ 
tage of the porch of St 
John’s Church, which is 
close to the canal, to 


shelter and eat their 
lunch. 

Purton was a well- 
known port that exported 
Eorest of Dean timber 
for the Royal Navy and 
was also a ferry port 
from 1282, operated by 
Hamelin the ferryman. 

By the 18th century, it 
became the Purton 
Passage Perry and 
remained operational 
until the late 19th centu¬ 
ry, and the stone quay 
and slipway utilised by 
the ferry is still in exis¬ 
tence on the waterfront. 

In 1851, Purton 
closed as a port because 
of the construction of the 
south Wales railway that 
was built by the great 
Isambard Kingdom 
Brunei.

joined the canal towpath 
on the Gloucester to 
Sharpness canal, which 
is around 16 miles in 
length and has 18 
bridges, eight of which 
still have bridgeman’s 
houses, mostly built in 
the 1840s. 

When competition 
came from the railway it 
was essential to have 
men to open the bridges 
at night time so vessels 
could meet the tide at 
Sharpness, but most of 
these dwellings are now 
privately owned. 

At this point in the 


walk, the canal and the 
River Severn run side by 
side with only a few 
metres separating them, 
and it is here that the 
‘Purton Hulks’ lie. 

Por a mile and a half 
is a stretch of ghostly 
boat wrecks, 81 vessels 
in all that were deliber¬ 
ately run aground to 
form a tidal erosion bar¬ 
rier on the Severn to 
protect the canal. 

The concrete barges 
and wooden hulks are 
still visible but are 
decaying and have been 
the subject of vandalism. 


many of the wooden 
hulls being set on fire. 

Purther along the 
canal they saw the 
remains of the Severn 
railway bridge that was 
built to link Lydney with 
the Gloucester and 
Berkeley canal, as it was 
then known, and 
Sharpness dock. 

Coal was brought 
across from the Porest of 
Dean to Sharpness 
where it was transferred 
to barges and ships. 

Unfortunately on 
October 24, 1960, in 
thick fog, two tankers - 


one loaded with oil, the 
other with petrol, collid¬ 
ed with the bridge piers 
after missing the 
Sharpness dock entrance 
and following a huge 
explosion, five of the 
eight crew members 
were killed and the 
bridge was wrecked. 

Continuing along the 
towpath, where vessels 
were originally towed by 
horses, then steam tugs 
by 1860, they walked 
across the pontoon and 
swing bridges at 
Sharpness dock, which 
still handles shipments 
of cement, fertiliser and 
scrap metal. 

At the Lock House, 
there was a buoy on dis¬ 
play labelled Penarth 
Head, much to their sur¬ 
prise, and after a short 
stop, they made their 
way back to the start by 
way of lane and field 
just as the weather began 
to dry up.

SHOULD REMEMBER ON ARMISTICE DAY 


Dr Jonathan Hicks on 
sports wartime heroes who 
must not be forgotten 


1 RECENTLY 
purchased a 
book entitled 
Fred Keenor - The 
Man Who Never 
Gave Up which tells 
the story of Cardiff 
City’s FA Cup-win¬ 
ning captain. 

Keenor joined the 
‘Footballers’ Battalion’ - 
the 17th Middlesex - in 
1915 and saw service at 
the Battle of the Somme 
in 1916, where he was 
wounded twice. 

I was struck by a pho¬ 
tograph which the author 
had been told by the 
family was of Fred in 
the trenches on the 
Somme in 1916. 

I engaged in a corre¬ 
spondence with the

author, James Leighton, 
as I was certain the pho¬ 
tograph was of the Royal 
Irish Rifles and not of 
the Middlesex. 

James replied with 
good grace: “This casts 
doubt on whether it is 
indeed him but at the 
very least, the photo 
gives a flavour of the 
horrendous conditions 
that the Footballers’ 
Battalion had to suffer.” 

And he was right of 
course. The horrors of 
trench warfare are 
almost unimaginable. 

A memorial was 
recently unveiled to the 
battalion at Longueval, 
the scene of their fight¬ 
ing on the Somme, the 
fundraising campaign 
being led by that former 
great Cardiff City for¬ 
ward Phil Slant - him¬ 
self a veteran of the 
Falklands War in 1982. 

It brought to mind the 
local footballers who 
also served in the Great 
War of 1914-18 and, 
some would argue, its 
continuation in 1939-45. 

A number of Barry 
men were killed while 
serving with the 8th 
Battalion Rifle Brigade 
on July 30, 1915 at the 
end of the Second Battle 
of Ypres. 

Around the village of 
Hooge was a salient jut¬ 


ting into the British line. 
It was captured by the 
British who blew a huge 
mine under the German 
defences, leaving a 
crater. 

In the early hours of 
July 30, men of the 8th 
Bn were holding the area 
around this crater when 
the Germans launched a 
huge attack to win back 
the lost ground. 

A violent artillery bar¬ 
rage was followed by 
hordes of enemy storm 
troopers using 
flamethrowers for the 
first time. 

This ‘liquid fire’ 
spurted from the canis¬ 
ters on the backs of care¬ 
fully-selected troops, 
creating havoc and forc¬ 
ing the British to with¬ 
draw. 

One eyewitness was 
Rifleman Harry 
Tuxworth of 24 
Sydenham Street in 
Barry, who wrote home 
to his parents describing 
the attack: “It started at 
about three o’clock in 
the morning when the 
Germans commenced 
sending ‘liquid fire’ at 
us. We have lost all our 
officers and my pals 
have all been lalled or 
wounded.” 

Another survivor 
described what hap¬ 
pened: “There was a 
sudden hissing sound 
and a bright crimson 
glare over the crater 
turned the whole scene 
red. 

“As I looked, I saw 
three or four distinct jets 
of flame - like a line of 
powerful fire-hoses 
spraying fire instead of 
water - shoot across my 
fire-trench. There was a 
terrific explosion and 


almost immediately 
afterwards one of my 
men, with blood running 
down his face, stumbled 
into me, coming from 
the direction of the 
crater.” 

The Barry men killed 
as a result of this action 
were: Riflemen Harry 
Bonney, Arthur Edward 
Gaisford, Thomas 
Hartrey and Walter 
Sinfield. A prominent 
local footballer, Cardiff 
City were interested in 
signing Harry ‘Titch’ 
Bonney before he enlist¬ 
ed at the start of the War. 

One of only two 
Barry men to win the 
Distinguished Service 
Order during the First 
World War was Major 
(acting Lieutenant 
Colonel) Evan Thomas 
Rees of the 10th 
Battalion of the South 
Wales Borderers, who 
was gazetted in June 
1918. 

He had won the 
Military Cross in 
January 1917 for ‘valour 
while fighting with his 
regiment in France’ 
while a temporary cap¬ 
tain. 

An assistant master at 
Cadoxton School before 
the war, he was married 
to an assistant mistress 
at Hannah Street School 
and lived at Dovey 
House, Woodlands 
Road, Barry Dock. 

He was a prominent 
local footballer and 
coached the school’s 
football team as well. 
Rees had enlisted in the 
Army as a private and 
after a course of training 
at Sandringham he was 
appointed to a commis¬ 
sion, obtaining his cap¬ 
taincy and majority in

rapid succession. 

In December 1917, 
Rees was promoted to 
Lieutenant Colonel, 
gazetted to the command 
of the 7th Battalion 
Norfolk Regiment and 
was mentioned by 
General Haig in his dis¬ 
patches. 

Rees was taken pris¬ 
oner by the Germans 
during their spring 
offensive of 1918. He 
remains Barry’s most 
highly decorated soldier, 
having already won the 
Military Cross. 

Major James M 
Wightman, East Surrey 
Regiment, who cap¬ 
tained the Barry Town 
football team in the 
1913-14 season, died on 
April 1 of wounds 
received in action in 
France. He was killed by 
a defective bomb 
(grenade), which burst 
prematurely on March 
11 . 

Wightman does not 
seem to have lived in 
Barry and is not com¬ 
memorated on any local 
memorials. He has the 
unwelcome distinction 
of being the first Barry 
player ever to be sent off 
when he hit a Newport 
County player just 
before the final whistle 
in February 1914. 

Wightman won the 
Distinguished Service 
Order and the Military 
Cross. He was awarded 
the MC in November 
1916. His citation read: 
“For conspicuous gal¬ 
lantry in action. He led a 
bombing party with 
great courage and deter¬ 
mination, and repulsed 
the enemy. He acted as 
leading thrower, and 
threw bombs continu¬ 
ously for two hours. He 
has previously done fine 
work.” 

This action took place 
during the fighting 
around the Schwaben 
Redoubt on Thiepval 
Ridge in September 
1916 during the Battle of 
the Somme. 

On the first day of the 
battle, July 1,1916, the 
8th Bn. East Surreys 
attacked at Montauban, 
and to encourage the 
men forward, two foot¬ 
balls were kicked out 
into no man’s land to 
advance the attack. 

Wightman was men¬ 
tioned in Haig’s dispatch 
of April 7, 1918 and was 


awarded the DSO in 
June 1918 for his brav¬ 
ery near Arras during the 
opening phase of the 
German Spring 
Offensive of that year. 

Local footballers also 
gave brave service to 
their country during the 
Second World War. 

An enormous number 
of vessels sailed around 
the coast of Britain and 
across the Atlantic dur¬ 
ing the Second World 
War in order to feed the 
population and to keep 
the war effort going. 

Hundreds of local 
men were lost aboard 
these merchant ships, the 
victims of u-boat, fighter 
or surface vessel attacks. 
Many ships struck mines 
and sank, some were lost 
without trace, the weath¬ 
er being an unpre¬ 
dictable enemy. 

Albert Briffett was the 
Third Engineering 
Officer aboard the SS 
Araby when it hit an 
acoustic mine in the 
Thames Estuary two 
days after Christmas in 
1940. He was 28 years 
of age; he played in goal 
for the Barry Suburb 
Eootball Club and crick¬ 
et for Barry Athletic 
Club. He is remembered 
on the Tower Hill 
Memorial. 

Private James Thomas 
Hudd of Hywel Crescent 
in Barry was part of the 
2nd (Airborne) Battalion 
of the Oxford and 
Buckinghamshire Light 
Infantry. He had joined 
the army in 1934 at the 
age of 15, having con¬ 
vinced the recruiting 
officer that he was 18. 

As a schoolboy he 
had been chosen to play 
in goal for Wales against 
England in the 1932 
Schoolboy International 
held at Jenner Park. 

He had served in 
India for five years, win¬ 
ning no fewer than 12 
silver cups for his 
exploits in football and 
running. Known as ‘Ike’, 
he was married with a 
son. 

The Ox and Bucks 
Airborne Troops had dis¬ 
tinguished themselves 
just before the D-Day 
landings when they had 
captured Pegasus and 
Horsa Bridges over the 
Caen Canal and Orne 
River. 

Led by Major John 
Howard, they had landed 


right next to their objec¬ 
tives at 12.06 am on 
June 6, 1944. They were 
the first allied troops to 
land in Prance and with¬ 
in 10 minutes had taken 
both bridges for the loss 
of just two men. 

The Germans 
launched several count¬ 
er-attacks in an attempt 
to re-take the bridges, 
without success. Later in 
the day, the rest of the 
2nd Ox and Bucks 
arrived to relieve the 
first group. 

In early September, 
the battalion was with¬ 
drawn to the UK to refit 
and reorganise. Of the 
original 181 men, only 
40 remained fit for duty. 
In December, they were 
sent back to France to 
help take part in the 
defence of the German 
attack in the Ardennes - 
the ‘Battle of the Bulge’. 

On March 24, 1945, 
James was part of 
Operation Varsity, the 
crossing of the l^ine: 
1,572 planes towing 
1,326 gliders took part 
in the largest airborne 


assault in history. 

He landed in a glider 
again but this time the 
Germans were ready and 
met the assaulting 
British troops with fero¬ 
cious fire, causing hun¬ 
dreds of casualties. 

James Hudd was 
killed, aged 26, during 
this action and is buried 
in the Reichswald Forest 
War Cemetery in 
Germany. 

So if you are watch¬ 
ing or playing football 
this weekend, spare a 
moment to remember the 
local footballers who 
served during the two 
world wars of the last 
century, some of whom 
did not return to play 
another season.

Macabre black comedy 
fails to hit the heights 


O NE of the 
pre-eminent 
film direc¬ 
tors of the late 1970s 
and early 1980s, 
John Landis, has 
pretty much fallen 
off the radar as of 
late. 

Renowned for the likes 
of An American 
Werewolf in London, 
Animal House and The 
Blues Brothers, Landis 
carved out a successful 
reputation making enter¬ 
taining and bankable 
films. 

However, since his 
last sizeable commercial 
hit, Beverly Hills Cop 3, 
Landis has retreated from 
the front line of filmmak¬ 
ing, preferring instead to 
concentrate on producing 
work. The lure of stand¬ 
ing behind the camera 
has obviously been too 
much for Landis, as he 
takes the reins of the 
blackly comic tale, Burke 
and Hare. 

Based on real life 
events, the story tells of 
William Burke (Simon 
Pegg) and William Hare 
(Andy Serkis), two men 
who are struggling to eke 
out a living in 19th cen¬ 
tury Scotland. 

When they make 
money delivering the 
corpse of a tenant to Dr 
Knox (Tom Wilkinson), 
they discover there is 
money to be made in the 
dead, and soon the pan- 
find themselves resorting 
to nefarious means to 
procure the corpses - 
with the arm of the law 
not far behind them... 

Burke and Hare is a 
big film, in the sense that 
it is an opportunity for 


John Landis to show that 
he is better than his later 
works, particularly the 
absolutely woeful Blues 
Brothers 2000, and is 
able to recapture the elan 
that made films such as 
the aforementioned 
Animal House and An 
American Werewolf... 
such wonderful pieces of 
filmmaking. 

Sadly, although 

nowhere near the abomi¬ 
nation of Blues Brothers 
2000, Burke and Hare is 
a film that compares less 
than favourably to his 
high points, and on its 
own terms is nothing 
more than a serviceable 
90 minutes of cinema. 

Landis has always 
been able to marry with 
sufficient style broad 
comedy and horror, his 
mix of farce with gallows 
humour providing the 
template for many a hor¬ 
ror film, who enjoys 
placing its tongue firmly 
in cheek - so he is hardly 
stomping on fresh 
ground with this story. 

Given previous 
tellings of the tale on film 
have been serious affairs, 
the approach, with 
Landis at the helm, is 
refreshing and different, 
but sadly the execution 
of it is lacking. 

Behind the camera, 
Landis lenses 19th centu¬ 
ry Scotland with a nice 
eye for detail and shows 
that his eye for comedic 
set-pieces, and indeed a 
few frighteners, hasn’t 
waned. 

However, Landis 
doesn’t truly bring the 
film to life, the muted 
colours lending an ambi¬ 
ence and the camera 
doing its best to set up 
jokes - but all that feels a 


touch perfunctory and 
lifeless, with none of the 
director’s energy coming 
through onto the screen. 

Of course, he works as 
well as he can with a 
script that is very good at 
delving into the history 
of the story, but not so 
good at delivering much 
in the way of broad 
humour. 

Given that screenwrit¬ 
ers Nick Moorcroft and 
Piers Ashworth have a 
CV that is littered with 
cinematic clunkers such 
as Goal 3 and St 
Trinians, it is hardly sur¬ 
prising that the humour 
isn’t punchier, the gener¬ 
al tone being dark farce 
that suits the needs of the 
story but feels a touch too 
forced at times. 

Often the punchlines 
feel dragged out or don’t 
quite work, while the 
comedy deriving from 
the titular pair’s actions 
often loses its dark tone 
and becomes a bit too 
farcical. 

There are a few clever 
little touches on show - a 
nod to Greyfriar ’5 Bobby 
being the most enjoyable, 
with some nice nods and 
winks - but it seems to 
dance around, rather than 
focus on, the main narra¬ 
tive thrust, resulting in an 
uneven screenplay. 

As the main protago¬ 
nists, neither Simon Pegg 
or Andy Serkis seem to 
really push themselves, 
but nor do they disgrace 
themselves, their per¬ 
formances, like the film 
as a whole, very much 
mundane and only alight¬ 
ing occasionally. The 
former brings his like- 
ability to the role, mak¬ 
ing Burke the more 
appealing of the two 


characters, an innocent 
whose journey to the 
dark side is tempered by 
love and the persuasive¬ 
ness of his partner. 

Pegg plays the come¬ 
dy well, but there is little 
else to the character, and 
while the actor is perfect¬ 
ly comfortable, there is 
little substance. 

The same can be said 
of Andy Serkis, whose 
turn is funny yet with a 
hint of horror in his eyes. 
Again, much like Pegg, 
his turn is fine yet does¬ 
n’t strike the heights, and 
the actor seems occasion¬ 
ally ill at ease with the 
more farcical moments 
of comedy - though it is 
a pleasure to see him on 
the screen as himself, 
rather than as a CGI cre¬ 
ation. 

Alongside the main 
two, Isla Fisher is com¬ 
petent but less than 
sparkling as the woman 
who takes Burke’s heart, 
the actress not being 
given full opportunity to 
show her comedic 
skills,.while the rest of 
the cast make for a 
‘who’s who’ of cinematic 
and small screen talent. 

The likes of Jessica 
Hynes, Tom Wilkinson, 
Ronnie Corbett, Tim 
Curry and Christopher 
Lee all pop up in a vari¬ 
ety of guises with vary¬ 
ing degress of success 
and screentime. 

Even Michael Winner, 
a man who as a director 
makes for a very good 
insurance salesman, pops 
up in perhaps the most 
peculiar cameo in recent 
memory - a sign of John 
Landis’ ability to procure 
talent (and Michael 
Winner). 

However, for all the

talent on screen, and 
behind the camera, ulti¬ 
mately Burke and Hare 
falls a little flat, no doubt 
trying to follow the tem¬ 
plate for its studio’s, 
Ealing, finest successes, 
such as Kind Hearts and 
Coronets and The 
Ladykillers, comedies 
that had an undertow of 
menace in them. 

It’ll certainly while 
away 90 minutes of your 
life and you won’t come 
out bemoaning that 
you’ve sat through it, but 
neither will you pay it 
much mind once you step 
foot outside of the cine¬ 
ma. 

Whether this is the 
first part of the John 
Landis big screen come¬ 
back remains to be seen, 
but he’ll need stronger 
material than this if he 
wants to reclaim his 
place at the Hollywood 
table. 

VERDICT - While a 
pleasure to see John 
Landis behind a camera 
again, the end result is 
that Burke and Hare 
doesn’t quite hit the spot. 

Its mix of black 
humour with just a hint 
of horror is a nice take on 
a well-worn story. 

However, poor script¬ 
ing fails to add much life 
to proceedings. 

While the likes of 
Simon Pegg and Andy 
Serkis give it a go, they 
can’t quite make it work.

Get to know the 
short cuts around 
your computer! 

WORKING unnec¬ 
essarily hard on 
your computer? 

For most people the 
answer is ‘yes’ 
because we’ve 
ceased learning. 

For example, do we 
make sufficient use 
of shortcuts? 

As the name implies, 
they shorten the routes 
to the destinations 
sought, whether pro¬ 
grammes, folders or 
files. They save time and 
effort: the effort being 
the number of key¬ 
strokes or mouse clicks 
and work for your mem¬ 
ory. 

Best practice is to 
have only shortcuts on 
your desktop. That way 
you are less likely acci¬ 
dentally to delete a pro¬ 
gramme or a file. 

A shortcut icon is 
identified by a small 
arrow at its bottom left 
comer. (This doesn’t 
apply to system short¬ 
cuts such as recycle bin, 
my computer and a few 
others, but they are nev¬ 
ertheless shortcuts.) 

To put an application 
shortcut icon on the 
desktop, navigate to the 


application (start/all pro¬ 
grams) right-click on the 
application icon and 
select create shortcut 
from the short drop¬ 
down menu that appears. 
A shortcut should appear 
on the desktop. 

If instead a second 
icon appears at the end 
of the list, it is because 
the original icon is itself 
a shortcut. In that case, 
the second shortcut can 
be dragged and dropped 
onto the desktop. 

Alternatively, hold 
down the control key 
and drag and drop the 
programme icon onto the 
desktop. The control key 
is needed in this instance 
to convert what would 
have been a ‘move’ 
operation to ‘copy’ one 
and the icon will be 
copied to the desktop. 

To use a file, it is not 
necessary to start an 
application in order to 
ask for the file to be 
opened (and then have to 
navigate to the file). 

Instead use, say, 
Windows Explorer, to 
browse to the file and 
double-click on the file¬ 
name. Windows will 
recognise the type of file 
and automatically fire up 
the appropriate applica¬ 


tion and open the file 
ready for use. 

This facility is even 
more useful if you 
intend working on a file 
over several sessions. 

Put a shortcut on the 
desktop. 

Navigate to the file 
using Windows 
Explorer; right click on 
the filename and select 
‘create shortcut’. A 
shortcut will appear. 

Drag and drop it onto 
the desktop. 

Now to open the file, 
simply double click the 
shortcut. Windows will 
open the application and 
load the file as above. 
When the shortcut is no 
longer needed, simply 
drag and drop it into the 
recycling bin.

Assembly candidate says ‘slash 
business rates to aid economy’ 


TORY Assembly candidate for the Vale, 
Angela Jones-Evans, has visited small 
businesses in the area to discuss the 
Conservatives’ pledge to slash business 
rates. 

She claimed it would take 2,426 small business 
properties in the Vale out of charges altogether, 
encouraging enterprise and inspiring an entrepre¬ 
neurial spirit.

THE former £170,000-a- 
year Auditor General for 
Wales has appeared at 
Cardiff Crown Court and 
admitted possessing inde¬ 
cent images of children.

involved totalled 182. 

He has also admitted a 
charge of not disclosing a pass¬ 
word which would have 
enabled the police to access 
information on a USB memory 
stick. 

Judge Nicholas Cooke 
refused aplication by his barris¬ 
ter Wendy Hewitt to be granted 
bail and sentence was 
adjourned until November 19. 

Mrs Hewitt asked for 
Colman to be given conditional 
bail, as these were his first 


offences. She agreed that 
because of the nature of the 
offences, custody was almost 
inevitable but bail, she said, 
would have given him time “to 
put his house in order”. 

The judge expressed concern 
that when police seized comput¬ 
ers at Colman’s south Wales 
home, the hard drives were 
missing and he had also used a 
programme on his work com¬ 
puter to delete information 
from it. 

The judge said that if he 
granted bail, there were con¬ 
cerns that there would be delays 
before sentencing.

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13th South Wales Regional Schools cross-country championships for boys Trelai Park, Cardiff I 


Boys from the borough excel at meeting 


FOUR boys from 
Bridgend county 
borough claimed 
individual medals at 
the 13th South 
Wales Regional 
schools’ cross-coun¬ 
try championships, 
held in dry but 
windy conditions at 
Cardiff’s Trelai 
Park last week. 

The opening race of 
the day, the ul5 section 
for years 9 and 10, turned 
into a head to head 
between year-10 James 
Hunt (Brynteg) and 
Lewis Jones (Maesteg, 
year 9). After 16 thrilling 
minutes, it was the expe¬ 
rience of Hunt which 
tipped the balance as he 
came home first by six 
seconds from silver 
medallist Jones. 

Because the number of 
competitors taking part 
in the second race - the 
under-13 for years 7 and 
8 - are usually the 
biggest of the three races, 
medals are awarded to 
the first eight finishers. 
This year, there were 255 
finishers, and year-8 
Danyaal Mohamed 
(Bryntirion) was the top 
placed Bridgend county 
pupil, finishing seventh. 

With the 2009 champi¬ 
on, Alex Edwards (Lewis 
School, year-13), unable 
to defend his title 
because of a hand injury, 
the senior race - for 
pupils in years 11 to 14 - 
proved to be almost a 
training run for Morgan 
Davies. 

The Porthcawl year-12 
pupil has made impres¬ 
sive progress in the last 
12 months since he fin¬ 
ished second to Edwards 
at this event. 

At Welsh Schools’ 
level, he won the ul7 
national cross-country 
and the ul7 3000 metres, 
and has competed at the 
Aviva SIAB cross-coun¬ 


try and track and field 
internationals, and at the 
Virgin Mini London 
Marathon. At this event, 
he had a gun-to-tape vic¬ 
tory, finishing clear of a 
number of talented boys. 

If the individual medal 
haul was encouraging, 
the situation in the team 
competitions was dire, 
with only Porthcawl, St 
Clare’s and YG 
Llangynwyd completing 
teams. 

The sum total of boys 
representing Brynteg, 
Bryntirion and Maesteg 
was seven, while there 
were no entries from 
Archbishop McGrath, 
Cynffig, Ogmore, 

Pencoed or Ynysawdre. 
Given that there are rep¬ 
resentative opportunities 
at Glamorgan Valleys 
Schools and South Wales 
regional levels, plus 
international honours to 
be gained at Welsh 
Schools’ levels, it seems 
that a significant number 
of Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough schools have little 
or no interest in provid¬ 
ing their pupils with the 
opportunities available at 
cross-country.

S O IT BEGINS...the 
long and winding 
road that starts 
with the four autumn 
internationals in Cardiff 
and leads to Rugby 
World Cup 2011, in the 
far distant land of the 
long white cloud. 

First test for Wales against 
the southern hemisphere 
giants on Saturday, sees 
Australia return to the 
Millennium Stadium - 
where less than a year ago, 
they brought a confident 
Welsh side crashing down to 
earth with an emphatic 33- 
12 victory - their 18th in 29 
meetings between the two 
nations. 

Wales have won 10 with 
one match drawn since that 
inaugural tour day on 
December 12,1908, when 
the first Wallaby tourists 
(who bizarrely won the 
rugby gold medal in the 
London Olympics that year 
against the only other 
entrants, Cornwall - repre¬ 
senting Great Britain!) were 
edged out 9-6 in Cardiff. 

The intervening years 
have seen Australia emerge 
as one of the acknowledged 
top three super powers of 
world rugby, while Wales 
slipped off the global 
pedestal into two decades of 
relative decline, before final¬ 
ly beginning a slow renais¬ 
sance, ironically under a 
succession of southern hemi¬ 
sphere coaches. 

While nine Australian 
wins in a row between 1991- 
2003 clearly emphasised the 
wide gap that had opened 
up between the two sides, 
Wales have nevertheless 
proved capable of confound¬ 
ing the form book on some 
notable occasions - such as 


the World Cup third place 
play-off in 1987 and in the 
two Grand Slam years, 2005 
and 2008. 

These rare triumphs, plus 
the Wallabies’ current team¬ 
restructuring as they build 
towards the next World Cup 
under their Kiwi coach, 
Robbie Deans, have made 
them appear a little more 
vulnerable recently (particu¬ 
larly up front); and will 
have fanned familiar Welsh 
expectations for Saturday’s 
last encounter before they 
meet again Down Under. 

However, Australia’s four 
defence-splitting tries in 
their stunning 26-24 victory 
over New Zealand last week¬ 
end will be a sobering 
reminder to the Welsh 
camp, not least their own 
Kiwi head coach, Warren 
Gatland, not to expect a less 
than taxing opening to their 
confrontation with the 
southern hemisphere’s big 
three! 

How Gatland and defence 
coach Shaun Edwards mar¬ 
shal their forces to meet a 
potent attacking threat that 
tore the formidable All 
Blacks apart, will be a key 
pointer, not only to the out¬ 
come of the match itself, but 
also in assessing the overall 
success of the four-match 
autumn series in terms of 
Welsh World Cup planning. 

The revised composition of 
the injury-hit team, due to 
be announced today 
(Thursday) may give an 
indication of the tactics to be 
employed. 

Will Wales enter into a 
muscular arm wrestle up 
front, aiming to keep posses¬ 
sion and expose a supposed 
forward frailty - in that 
overworked jargon so 
beloved of TV pundits,

Or will the plan be to opt 
for quick ball from the out¬ 
set, relying on Welsh attack¬ 
ing strengths, speed of hand 
and foot, to open up an 
arguably less than solid 
defence that leaked three 
tries against the All Blacks? 

Wales now have robustly- 
competitive forwards emi¬ 
nently capable of supplying 
good, controlled ball from 
both the set-piece and loose 
- but all then depends on a 
rapid transfer at half back 
to give talented three quar¬ 
ters those vital extra seconds 
they need to take advantage. 

If pace rather than raw 
power is to be key to the 
Welsh game plan, the ability 
of the scrum half to whip 
the ball out to the backline 
with the minimum of delay, 
in a instant reflex action (a 
la the great Gareth Edwards 
or Robert Jones) is para¬ 
mount. 

Thus much may depend 
on Mike Phillips, should he, 
as expected, be handed this 
crucial responsibility. 

Some argue that Welsh 
performance in this autumn 
campaign is more important 
than the result - and maybe 
so if viewed as the ‘phoney 
war’ before the real battle is 
joined in the Rugby World 
Cup. 

However, this should be 
weighed against the psycho¬ 
logical boost to Welsh squad 
morale of a priceless victory, 
particularly against south¬ 
ern hemisphere opponents 
who will be first up in New 
Zealand next year. 

It is a chance to make a 
point and what better way to 
mark the 30th international 
encounter between the 
Dragon and the Wallaby?
